Filipino  Student  Comes  to  College 
From  Rice  Plantation  Near  Japan 

Says  He  Came  to  America  to 
Satisfy  a  Desire  to  T ravel

Jose  Nilo  Ramos  of  Gapan,  Nueva  Eclja,  Philippine  Islands,  is  a  student 
in  this  college  this  quarter.  Ramos,  a  senior,  plans  to  major  in  business 
administration. 

Jose  oomes  from  a  farm,  in  fact,  a  rice  plantation,  which  is  located 
approximately  90  miles  north  of  Manila.  He  said  the  qnly  machinery 
used  in  the  rice  harvest  is  an  American-made  threshing  machine.  The 
tenant  system  of  farming  furnishes  an  ample  supply  of  labor. 

Ramos  arrived  in  San  Francisco

Their  only  real  dan¬ 
ger  lies  in  Japan  he  said.

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Experience  is  Proving  To  Be 
A  Valuable  Teacher  for  Bearcats 

A  year  ago  fhe  Bearcats  suffered  a  one-touch¬ 
down  defeat  at  the  hands  of  the  Midland  Warriors. 
Last  Friday  night  the  Bearcats  completely  out¬ 
classed  a  Midland  team  that  is  rated  by  their  fol¬ 
lowers  as  a  better  football  machine  than  the  1037 
aggregation.  What  is  it  that  has  caused  such  a  re¬ 
versal  of  form? 

The  Maryville  club  is  almost  identically  the 
same  team  to  the  man  that  played  most  of  last 
year.  Of  course  there  are  a  number  of  good  fresh¬ 
men  prospects  but  they  have  not  played  a  major 
part  in  either  of  the  local’s  victories.  So  the  re¬ 
versal  isn’t  due  to  the  fad  that  some  star  has  come 
along  to  furnish  the  necessary  spark. 

Defensively  this  year’s  club  seems  to  have  no 
edge  over  the  eleven  that  performed  on  the  field 
last  season.  Iv.  yards  gained  from  scrimmage  there 
is  not  a  great  difference.  No  brilliant  passing  at-, 
tack  has  yet  been  manifested.  Then  why  can  the 
1938  Bearcats  get  three  touchdowns  when  they 
could  not  get  one  a  year  ago  ? 

The  only  answer  seems  to  he  experience.  A  year 
ago  the  local  footballers  lacked  seasoning.  They 
wtttild  go  “great  guns’’  between  the  twenty-yard 
lilies  only  to  bog  down  when  “pay  dirt’’  was  close 
at  hand.  A  hard  earned  tally  would  be  nullified 
by  a  poorly  placed  pass.  Over-eager  freshmen 
would  jump  off-side  just  when  yards  were  needed, 
or  a  fumble  would  terminate  a  long  march  down 
the  field. 

But  now  it  is  a  different  story.  We  see  a  polish¬ 
ed  machine  that  can  not  only  gain  in  midfield  but 
is  equally  at  home  near  the  goal  line.  So  it  looks 
as  if  we  will  have  to  mark  the  1937  football  season 
up  to  experience  and  put  1938  on  the  record. — W. 
E. 


Healthy,  Wealthy,  and  Wise 
Should  be  Our  National  Slogan 

Someone  said  not  so  long  ago  that  the  impro¬ 
vement  of  the  health  of  our  people  would  increase 
the  economic  wealth  of  the  Nation  and  consequen¬ 
tly  their  ability  to  have,  to  produce,  and  to  onjoy. 
The  truth  of  sucli  a  statement  is  indisputable. 

According  to  reliable  statistics  compiled  by 
the  Julius  Koscmvald  Fund  there  are  about  one 
hundred  million  cases  of  sickness  among  the  people 
of  the  United  States  every  year. 

Some  of  these  are  serious,  some  are  trivial. 
Altogether  they  cause  not  only  suffering,  hut  also 
a  billion-dollar  loss  of  wages,  and  require  about 
three  and  a  half  billion  dollars  for  the  costs  of  care. 

An  improvement  in  the  health  of  the  Nation 
would  reduce  that  lose  of  a  billion  dollars  in  wages 
considerably,  as  well  as  the  costs  of  euro,  thereby 
increasing'  the  economic  wealth  of  the  Nation,  not 
only  by  the  saved  wages  but  by  the  increase  in  pro¬ 
duction  that  the  healthy  workers  will  make.  In  re¬ 
gard  to  the  idea  that  improved  health  will  bring 
enjbymcnt,  we  can  safely  say  that  no  one  who  lias 
over  been  seriously  sick  will  dispute  its  truth. 

An  indication  as  to  how  our  national  health 
might  be  improved  is  given  in  the  old  adage,  “An 
ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of  cure.’’ 
Only  one  dollar  in  every  thirty  goes  to  public 
health  work  for  the  prevention  of  disease.  The 
other  twenty-nino  dollars  are  spent  in  trying  to 
cure  it.  If  a  large  proportion  were  spent  for  pre¬ 
vention,  the  total  mount  needed  would  ho  reduced 
materially.  If  ouch  person  used  the  doctor’s  sor- 
viCOs  to  prevent  sickness  lie  would  seldom  need  to 
uSo  those  sorvicos  to  cure  it. — J.  G. 
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From  the  Dean  .  .  . 
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“The  object  of  education  is  understanding, 
and  the  possession  of  understanding  is  happi¬ 
ness.”  These  words  from  the  president  of  one  of 
our  great  universities  seem  to  me  to  he  significant 
to  us  at  the  Northwest  Missouri'  State  Teachers 
College  because  we  are  a  vital  factor  hr  file  public- 
school  system  of  Missouri  which  is  committed1  to 
the  education  of  tlu*  boys  and'  girls  of  the  state. 
Our  responsibility  to  these  boys  and:  girls  is  to. 
prepare  teachers  who  will  be  sympathetic,,  kind', 
and  considerate  of  the  problems  of  young  people*, 
but  who  will  also  he  well  educated  themselV.es  and1 
capable  of  leading  these  young  people-  along  the 
highways  of  learning  to  a  better  understanding 
ol  the  problems  which  they  must  face: 

The  young  men  and  women  who  make  tip  our 
student  body  have  a  responsibility  equally  as  great 
as  that  of  the  college.  The  State  has  made  possible 
the  bringing  together  on  our  campus  a  capable 
faculty  willing  to  help  young  people  learn,  but, 
the  learning  is  an  individual  matter.  Do  you  stud¬ 
ents  want,  an  education'?  Do  you  desire  the  happi¬ 
ness  that  conies  with  understanding?  I  believe  you 
do  or  you  would  not  be  here,  hut  you  must  make 
an  earnest  effort  to  learn.  Do  not,  stop  with  a  hur¬ 
ried  skimming  of  the  assignment,  but  ponder  over 
it  and  read  beyond  it.  Each  day’s  lessons  should 
present  problems  to  you  that  you  alone  can  solve 
by  study.  You  may  be  able  “to  get  by”  with  little 
effort,,  but.  you  are  not  securing  all  that  is  here  for 
you  if  you  do.  You  may  see  others  succeed  and  call 
it  good  luck  and  bewail  your  own  condition,  but 
why  not  put  forth  the  mental  effort  necessary  on 
your  part  to  command  recognition"?  You  CAN  if 
you  WILL.  The  course  is  difficult,  you  say.  What 
of  it?  You  are  capable  of  overcoming  any  diffi¬ 
culty  if  you  try.  And  with  success  will  come  great¬ 
er  happiness  for  YOU.

By  Score  of  20-7  Last  Week 

Locals  Continue  Powerhouse  Tactics 
To  Down  Fast  Fremont,  Neb.,  Eleven 

Continuing  the  powerhouse  tactics  with  which  they  swamped  Peru  a  week 
previously,  Maryville's  Bearcats  crushed  the  Midland  Warriors  20-7  to 
walk  off  with  the  first  home  game  of  the  season  last  Friday  night. 

Outclassed  by  the  rugged  Bearcats,  the  Warriors  were  never  a  ser¬ 
ious  threat.  Their  lone  touchdown  came  on  a  freak  play  early  in  the 
first  quarter  when  the  Bearcats  seemed  to  be  headed  for  a  certain  score. 
Maryville  received  the  opening  j - 


on  the  40  yard  line  to  set  the  stage 
for  a  speedy  touchdown.  Bernau 
picked  tip  10  yards  for  a  first  down 
then  raced  30  yards  to  score  on  the 
next  play.  Pelc  converted  and  Mary¬ 
ville  was  out  in  front,  14-7. 

The  Bearcats'  third  counter  was 
not  such  an  easy  matter.  Though 
the  remainder  of  the  game  was  play¬ 
ed  almost  entirely  in  Midland  ter¬ 
ritory,  the  Bearcats  had  a  hard  time 
striking  pay  dirt  again.

If 
we  could  have  a  great  number  of 
clubs  like  this,  we  could  develop  a 
group  consciousness,  or  a  civic  con¬ 
sciousness,  that  would  affect  a  mor¬ 
al  revolution  in  the  next  generation 
of  Kansas  City’s  people. 

“I  have  made  some  fundamental 


discoveries  about  boys.  There  are 
no  bad  boys.  All  boys  are  inherently 
idealistic.  There  is  no  boy  who  will 
not  respond  to  sincerity.  Boys  wel¬ 
come  friendship  with  adults. 

"I  am  glad  I  chose  this  work.  I 
am  having  the  time  of  my  life.

Sunday  afternoon,  October  9,  Miss 
DeLuce  will  speak  in  St.  Joseph  to 
this  society  on  "An  Artist’s  Impres¬ 
sions  of  Europe." 

The  Index  of  American  Design  is 
part  of  the  Federal  Art  Project  of 
the  federal  W.  P.  A.,  a  project  or¬ 
ganized  to  give  employment  to  ar¬ 
tists  In  need  of  work.  The  aim  of  the 
Index  of  American  design  and  do 
the  groundwork  for  a  nation-wide 
pictorial  survey  of  design  in  the 
American  decorative  arts  such  as 
furniture,  silver,  pewter,  and  other 
metal  work,  glass,  ceramics,  cos¬ 
tume,  textiles,  toys  and  objects  of  use 
from  1620  to  about  1890.  Easic  mat¬ 
erial  is  being  assembled  for  a  series' 
of  portfolios  of  American  design 
similar  to  the  European  publications 
on  decorative  design  which  are  con¬ 
stantly  used  by  students,  artists,  de¬ 
signers,  and  the  general  public  in¬ 
terested  in  the  development  of  the 
arts  as  exemplifying  cultural  tradit¬ 
ions. 

Throughout  the  country  artists 
are  (working  in  the  more  important 
public  and  private  collections  and 
research  workers  are  in  many  of  the 
chief  museums  and  libraries.  The 
Index  of  American  Design  is  espe¬ 
cially  concerned  with: 

First— Recording,  pictorially,  ma¬ 
terial  of  historical  significance 
which  has  not  heretofore  been  stud¬ 
ied  and  which,  for  one  reason  or 
another,  stands  in  danger  of  being 
lost. 

Second— Gathering  pictorial  rec¬ 
ords  of  a  body  of  traditional  mater¬ 
ial  which  inay  form  the  basis  for  an 
organic  development  of  American 
design,  that  is,  discovering  a  usuable 
American  past  in  this  field. 

Third — .Making  source-records  of
